W E ARE CO NVIN CED by ex 
perience that present student ex­ 
change programs are not good 
for either the students or the na­ 
tions involved 
Here's why. 


The theory 
is. 
for example, 
that an American boy or girl is 
selected on the basis of general 
merit and exchanged, let s say. 
with an Iranian boy or girl of 
equal merit to pursue a year or 
two of school and social exper­ 
ience In each other's country. 


T H E SAME THEO RY is that 
after a few years, the students 


wil (want to return to their re­ 
spective countries to put into ef- 
feet what they learned in support 
of better understanding 


The U.S. 
exchange • student 
upon his 
return 
is invited to 
make the rounds of men's md 
women's clubs for talks on his 
experiences and leaves the usual 
impression that another impor­ 
tant step has been taken toward 
improving 
international 
rela­ 
tions. 


TH IS IS T H E I S side of he 
program. Our experience, how­ 
ever. has proved that the U. S. 
side is a whole lot different from 
the foreign side of the same pro­ 
gram. 
After seeing 
the standard of 
living in the U.S.. the 
foreign 
student 
is 
not 
anxious to 
go 
hack to his or her country, with 
few exceptions 


T H E IRA N IA N student return­ 
ing home is not returning to the 
same standard of life to which 
he became exposed in the U.S. 
for the first time in his experi­ 
ence He is not returning to the 
employment opportunities 
He is returning to hopeless­ 
ness. frustrations 
and h e a r t ­ 
break. This is w h a t we have 
seen, regardless of what the pro­ 
ponents tell you 


MOAT FO R E IG N students try 
to pull every string to stay in the 
U.S. Some threaten even suicide 
if they are forced to return to 
their countries There are excep­ 
tions. of course, like foreign stu­ 
dents from some European coun­ 
tries. or those whose standard of 
living is not too inferior to ours. 


But even among these foreign 
students there are the usual con­ 
tacts with our bovs and girls, 
which inore often than not result 
in 
infatuations 
and 
romances 
which can create serious conse­ 
quences when the visas expire 
and they must be torn apart 
This romance angle is not in­ 


cluded in the theories of the pro­ 
ponents. but it is one of the most 
serious problems created by the 
student-exchange programs 


T H E I D E A OK 
exchanging 
people between nations could be 
come an important step toward 
better understanding 
The potential is limitless. Not 
with young people . . . but adults 
. 
preferably retired ministers, 
teachers, professional and busi­ 
ness men with family roots in 
their respective nations, matur­ 
ed persons beyond the romantic 
stage, with the wisdom to under­ 
stand dearly the purpose of their 
mission. 


SUCH M A TU R ED 
individuals 
would find the time for commu­ 
nion of scriou» discussion, free 
of youthful 
temptation, 
imma­ 
turity and social diversion.

S e n i o r citizens of matured 
judgment and the wisdom of ex­ 
perience. with common patriot­ 
ism for their individual nations, 
could work together for solutions 
on the experienced

'when the morning stars sang 
together'; 
and all the men in 
camp shouted together. 


"H E TH EN P L A Y E D "Home. 
Sweet Home.' And I declare my 
eyes sweat, as 
it were, great 
drops of water falling d o w n 
on the ground. For I was 2500 
miles from home. Out of money 
and provisions and in a strange, 
wild country, among the moun­ 
tains.” 


There seem to be quite a few 
translations of "Tahoe." "High 
Water” is one of them. 
Mark 
Twain walked over here from 
Carson City in 1862 and wrote: 
' People 
say 
Tahoe 
means 
'Silver Lake — Limpid Water — 
Falling Leaf.’ Bosh! It means 
grasshopper soup, 
.he favorite 
dish of the Digger tribe—and the 
Piutes as well. 


" IT ISN'T W O RTH while, in 
these practical times, for people 
to talk about Indian poetry — 
there never was any in them — 
except in the Fcnimore Cooper 
Indians . . 
However. Twain 
hated

— Convince the so - c a l l e d 
"athletic clubs” in our various 
cities that they should resum e the 
support of track and field atli- 
letes, instead ‘of continuing to 
degenerate i n t o m ere "poker j 
clubs or places for drunks to be ' 
boiled out and rubbed down." 


-STIMULATE GREATER in 
lerest in women'» track and field 
by convincing the girls that ath­ 
letic prowess can enhance their 
beauty rather than dim inish it. 
"We'll a l w a y s produce ou'- 
standing athletes—but not enough 
of them.” Richards said. "We 
depend about 80 per cent on our 
colleges for producing interna­ 
tional competitors. And less than 
10 per cent of college 
participate in track and field."

1 cam e back to Cut ‘N 
Shoot and got a job teaching in 
the grade school. 
1 taught the usual fourth a n d 
fifth grade subjects — reading, 
writing, arithm etic, spelling, lan­ 
guage anti geography. I wouldn t 
say you had to he a heavyweight 
boxer to make these Cut 'N Shoot 
kids toe the line, but it helped. 


A COUPLE OF other things be­ 
sides college have helped shape

EVEN WHEN I was in h i g h 
school, I used to jog to and from 
home, about three miles e a c h 
way. while tht other kids r o d e 
the bus. When 1 went to college 
I'd do roadwork *n the morning, 
d.ive the 40 miles t 
Huntsville 
my life. For one, I am m arried ' ^ en driv e back and work out 


the afternoon. Sometimes. I d go 
to Houston, about 70 miles from 
Huntsville, to find sparring part­ 
ners. 
I must have averaged 150 miles 
of driving a day in addition to 
classes, studying and workouts. 
So now just getting ready for my 
big fight with Floyd Patterson 
seems easy by comparison. 


I TURNED PRO in 1955 and 
went through 22 fights without 
getting beat All of them were in 
Texas, and Willie Pastrano and 
I set a record for the state when 
we drew nearly 10.000 people at 
Houston. 
The only tim e I was knocked 
down in a pro fight was against 
Bob Baker. Maybe I was a little 
too respectful of him at the start 
because he had been in the top 
ten rankings and outweighed me 
by 28 pounds. Anyway, he caught 
me on the chin in the fourtn 
round, and down 1 went. Lots of 
folks said I went down so hard 
they didn’t even think I'd twitch, 
let alone get up. 


YOU NEVER SEE the punch 
that knocks you down, they lay. 
But my head cleared r i g h t 
away, and while I was waiting 
1 for the count I tried to figure 
¡ what it was. I decided it m"?t 
.have been a right, and I knew if 


that was his best shot I wouldn t 
have to respect him so much any 
more. 
I got up and won the fight on 
points. 


ALTOGETHER IV * met tom e 
pretty tough fellows, tougher may 
be than Flo>d Patterson h a * 
fought, if you look at his record. 
I’ve read where I'm an 
awk­ 
ward' fighter. Well, I got my 
early training from my dad and 
from Glen Buffalo, the football 
coach ih junior high school. 
They taught me what I guess 
you'd call country-style fighting 
Since Lou Viscusi became my 
manager. I’ve been trained by 
Bill Gore, a smart old veteran 
and 1 might have a iot of *ur- 
prises for Floyd when we get to­ 
gether Aug. 18 in Los Angeles. 


FOLKS ASK ME what I d like 
to do if 1 win the championship. 
To tell the truth. 1 haven't right­ 
ly thought much about it. I know 
it would mean money and oppor­ 
tunities. and it is something Jean 
and I will have to work out. 
But here in the Big Thicket, we 
learn early to take one thing at 
a time. Right now. all m y con­ 
centration is on winning t h a t 
title. After I do. there'll be time 
enough to decide what to do with 
it.
